quest from Solicitor General John 
A. Boykin that an indictment be re- 
turned against Guy Wingard, 19, the 
slain girl’s suitor, who Friday after- 
noon was ordered held pending in- 
vestigation of the crime by a coroner’s 
ury. 

The February term of Fulton coun- 
ty grand jury will be sworn ia and 
charged Monday morning by Judge 
Edgar E. Pomeroy, who will preside 
in the criminal division of the court 
during the ensuing term. It is ex- 
pected that no business will he taken 
up by the anew jury, which will merely 
organize and adjourn until the session 
Wednesday. 

Miss Duncan was shot in the left 
temple and died 30 minutes later in 
the woman’s ward at Grady hospital, 
where she was rushed immediately 
after the shouting. 


Wingard Arrested. 


Wingard was immediately placed 
under arrest and told detectives that 
he and his sweetheart were in a room 
in the Duncan home when he pointed 
the pistol at her and pulled the trig- 


ser. He said that he thought he ha 
removed all the cartridges and de- 
clared the shooting was accidental. 

Tuesday is the usual day fer semi- 
weekly meeting of juries in the county, 
but due to hearing in the supreme 
court on the case of Mell M. Gore, 
under sentence of electrocution for 
complicity in the murder of William 
HfCheek, Peachtree road grocer, So- 
licitor General Boykin and J. Wal- 
ter LeCraw, an attache of the so- 
licito§’s office, will be unable _ to 
present the Wingard matter to -the 
jury on this date, thus the special 
session was called.

“Their verdict reads in sub- 
stance: ‘defendant is held for an in- 
vestigation.’ 

“A coroner’s jury has no province 
of charging a prisoner with any 
crime, but findings are merely recom- 
mendations. The solicitor general can 
ignore such findings or recommenda- 
tions and never present the matter 

at all to a grand jury.”

Ashburn, Ga., March 5.—(Special.) 


Ashburn and Turner county, credited 
with having originated the cow, hog 
and hen program of diversified farm- 
ing in Georgia several years ago, will 
be the scene Monday of a monster 
meeting held at Ashburn in the 
interest of that plan, when Gov- 
ernor Clifford Walker will be the 
chief speaker.

INSTALLED BY BUICK 


Bnick’s new unified line, an assem- 
bly system: said to be unrivaled for 
speed and economy, is now in full op- 
eration after one year of planning and 
building. This assembly system, com- 
pletely housed under one roof, is capa- 
ble of turning out over 1,300 complete 
automobiles each day. 

The plant engineers and officials 
who planned and built the new assem- 
bly system say that their purpose was 
to obtain the most speed and economy 
in the assembly operation consistent 
with the rigid standards of quality 
maintained in the past. How well 
this purpose has been accomplished 
is shown by the fact that between 
S85 and 900 men, with the aid of the 
new system, are able to assemble 
1,100 complete automobiles each day. 
This places the actual cost of assem- 
bling each car at a figure less than 
the wage of one man for one day, as 
far as the labor item is concerned. 

This is but one of the many costly 
items that figure in the price of the 
completely assembled car, howeyer. 
Another expensire and difficult prob- 
lem for any automobile plant is to 
get materials to the assembl7 line at 
the lowest possible handling cost. In 
the case of Buick, this means han- 
dling over 200 tons every hour. 

In order to do this with the most 
efficiency and at lowest cost, an ar- 
ray of elaborate and intricately de- 
signed conveyors, all of them designed 
and built by Kuick engineers, are 
incorporated in the unified line. From 
the engine plant, more than half a 
mile away, comes a steady stream of 
finished and tested valve-in-head en- 
gines. They come in a covered tun- 
nel on an endiess chain, over build- 
ings and around corners. So per- 
fectly is this conveyor built that it 
takes only one and a half horsepower 
to operate it. It is said to be the 
longest conveyor in the world. 

It can be readily seen that any de- 
lay in the operation of the assembly 
system will necessarily delay all other 
operations throughout the plant. Yet 
the system has proved itselr so effi- 
cient that the “float,” stock kept on 
hand to care of unforeseen delays, has 
been reduced more than 50 per cent. 
This unity in manufacturing is cen- 
tered on and directed toward a com- 
pletely unified assembly system. 

The unified line in reality consists 
of three assembly lines, located in a 
building 64 feet wide. This fact alone 
speaks volumes for the efficiency of 
the system. When Buick engineers 
proposed to operate three assembly 
lines in a space of only 64 feet wide 
they were told that it was impossible ; 
that other companies had trouble op- 
erating even one line in a space that 
narrow. But, thanks to the efficient 
manner in which materials are deliy- 
ered to the unified line, by both grav- 
ity and power conveyors, the space 
availabie has proved more than am- 
ple. There is no interruption in as 
sembly from the time the hare frame 
is started at one end until the fin- 
ished car is driven away under its 
own power at the other.

Georgia Methodists

The illustration above shows the amplifica- 
tion comparison between a dual control Strom- 
berg-Carlson .5-Tube Receiver and a_ typical 
single control 6-Tube Receiver.

“THE SUNDAY MOVIE DISPUTE. 
The motives of the good peo- 
ple—singly and in groups—who 


oppose the showing of properly cen- 


sored moving picturés on Sunday 
afternoons, at hours only when 
there are no church services, can- 
not be questioned. 

But, robbed of all prejudices and 
bias. and viewed in the analytical 
light of reason and judgment, isn’t 
there in such opposition an incon- 
sistency that tears down rather 
than strengthens the altruistic prin- 
ciples of discreet and acceptable 
Sunday observance? 

The discussion has been more or 
less academic, because the law of 
the state would prevent Sunday 
movies even if a local community 
favors them. 

However, all that has been said 
by both sides has been interesting. 


The moving picture is the great- 
e-t character building, or character 
destroying, influence of the present 
time. 

It is the strongest force in human 
stronger than the 
spoken or the written word. 

Everyone recognizes that. 

School children are implored to 
go to the Saturday morning matinees 
for the good, not the bad, assuredly, 
that the picture may do them, not 
only in further educating them but 
in impressing them, through proper 
entertainment, with some outstand- 
ing moral lesson. 

Some churches have turned to 
moving pictures to emphasize the 


great human ideals around which 


any broad-minded spirit of Chris- 
tianity must exist. 

Then why should there be objec- 
tion to an educational, or human- 
uplift, or moral-teaching picture be- 
ing displayed Sunday afternoons by 
the very people who do not object 
to a reading of the same story in a 
magazine or a book, who do not ob- 
ject to other forms cf recreation, 
other ways and means of employing 
the Sunday after-luncheon . hours. 
other methods—perhaps infinitely 
more harmful—of passing dreary 
and lonesome time? 

To say the objection based 
upon the fact that the picture is a 
form of commercialism is unreason- 
able. 

There are scores of cities in the 
United States relatively the size of 
Atlanta in which Sunday afternoon 
pictures are run. Are their crime 
conditions any worse, their moral 
atmosphere more stagnant than in 
Atlanta? Perhaps statistics might 
show to the contrary. 

Too quickly do we jump at con- 
clusions without serious thought. 
Too quickly are we guided by faulty 
impulse. We allow intolerance to 
Sweep our better judgment. 

The southeastern states have un- 
fortunately become the center of 
bigotry. We dislike to admit it, 
but we cannot ‘in reason appraise 
the situation calmly and deny it. 

If we were broader-minded, ‘and 
more thoughtful and less warped by 
prejudices we would perhaps be 
able to serve the great cause of 
Christianity better. Sometimes we 
defeat our good purposes by re- 
stricting their attainment to too 
narrow a sphere. 

We have no criticism for those 
who oppose Sunday afternoon pic- 
tures, but we commend the spirit of 
hélpfulness and uplift and human 
welfare that inspires the courage of 
those women who favor them for 
the good they may do.

GOLDEN RULES FOR FARMING. 
On this page today is reprinted 
the text of a placard, under the title 


“The Remedy,” that is being posted 
in railroad depots, by cooperation 
of Georgia transportation lines, and 
in public places generally. The text 
was written by J. K. Orr, prominent 
Atlanta manufacturer and . public- 
‘spirited Georgian, and its printing 
and wide circulation has been at 
Mr. Orr's expens¢é—a commendable 
contribution to the cause of better 
‘and more profitable farming in this 
state. 

“The greatest prize in life is in- 
dependencé,” it says, and it implores 
farmers to seek independence by 
turning away from cotton—certain- 
ily from all cotton—and toward food 
(and feed production, poultry cul- 
ture, dairying and generally to an 
intelligent program of well-balanced 
production. It implores hard work, 
economy, the escape from debt, the 
making of money crops as clear Sur- 
pluses. These, and these alone, are 
the golden rules for farm succéss. 


| thought is directed toward what has 
been termed the ‘“‘cow, hog, hén” 
program. This is a phrase that 
means systematic, well-planned crop 
diversification, in which poultry and 
live stock production shall enter. 
The governor has proclaimed it as a 
special week for the purpose of in- 
faugurating these diversified _pro- 
grams in every section. Civic clubs, 
| trade bodies, even schools and re- 
| ligious organizations, are mobilized 
in this great undertaking. The re- 
| sult of such activities will be effec- 
| tive if the banks and credit sources 
will see to it that the farmérs are 
not pledged to plant cotton almost 
exclusively as Securities against such 
obligations as they are compelled to 
make. This has heretofore been one 
of the chief obstructions to balanced 
production programs. Too many 
agencies—even fertilizer concerns 
and their distributors, and, more 
notable, even the government’s loan 
agencies, such as the farm loan and 
intermediate banks—have made cot- 
ton production a prerequisite as 
commodity Security against loans. 
Just the reverse should be true. 
Banks should force balanced produc- 
tion by the same process, and by 
cooperating with every worthy farm- 
, er in obtaining a small herd of pure- 
ibred cows and of purebred hogs 
and chickens, etc. Every bank should 
demand that his farm customer keep 
his money at home by raising his 
complete hay, grain and meat re- 
quirements tor a full year. 


For a half century The Consti- 
tution has been advocating, and 
earnestly and vigorously urging, the 
farmers to abandon the one-crop 
{system of slavery and pitch their 
operations on a  ‘“‘live-at-home”’ 
basis. 

Since 1921 the imperativeness of 
such a course has been more acute. 
Cotton production is increasing at 
,an enormous rate in the southwest- 
jern states. Texas, Oklahoma, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico are taking in 

millions of new acres each year. Cot- 
lton can be grown $25 a bale cheaper

While Alabama is thus following 
the system of other progressive 
states of the union, including most 
of the states in the south, Georgia 
continues to flounder along with 
the same crazy-quilt system that 
other states are abandoning. And 
the almost unthinkable, astounding 
Situation prevails that this anti- 
quated system that is keéping the 
state in the mid, holding back her 
agricultural development, and caus- 
ing thousands of motorists annuac‘y 
to avoid the state, by going around 
rather than through, finds defense 
in the very counties that need 
through, connectéd, all-year roads 
the most, and in legislative and of- 
ficial circles that ought to be fore- 
most in efforts to put Georgia in 
the same procession of progress with 
her sister states.

FROM EXTRA SESSION, SPARE US! 

The refusal of the president to 
call an extra session of congress, 
déspite the disgraceful situation in 
the senate that defeated the defici- 
ency appropriation bill, will 
warmly commended by practically 
evérybody. 

In thé popular mind congress is 
in bad repute, and it has forced this 
appraisal by its own conduct. 

As Vice President Dawes dectured 
in the senate in the closing minuie 
of the session, the public found ii- 
self faced with the sorry spectacle 
of a minority—only two senators, in 
fact—-preveniting legislation by a 
majority, “which is something that 
would not be tolerated in any other 
civilized country on the globe.” 

The archaic rules of the senate, 
adopted when statesmanship ruled 
the then great deliberative body, is 
responsible. 

In this day of small, disgusting 
political préjudices and intrigues in 
what ought to be the most outstand- 
ing, distinguished and dependabié 
legislative institution in the world, 
these rules should be repealed. If 
they are not the senate will rot only 
have lost its usefulness, but will 
have degenerated into a _ serious 
menace to public welfare. 

The naiion heartily welcomes a 
breath of frésh air. Business will 
be spurred up by the mere fact that 
once again silence reigns on Capitol 
hill. 

The departments of government 
will be crippled. The soldiers who 
had hoped for some substance to 
their bonus certificates will be dis- 
appointed. The standing army will 
be materially weakened. The seed 
fund relief for the farmers must be 
found from private sources. The 
radio commissioners must serve 
without pay. 

But with all of these far better 
that such conditions shall éxist than 
to have congress in session again.

The real graramen of the situa- 


lion lies in what might happen after 
that. The states that could nominate 
do not have votes enough to eleet a 
president. 

For instance, scarcely one of the 
southern states that would perhaps 
vote solidly in conyention for the re 
nomination. could be safely counted 
upon to give him a single electoral 
vote. It is plain that he would need 
many western electors and the issuc 
raised by the veto is how many of 
them can be confidently counted 
upon? 

It is said to be the purpose of the 
“big business’’ men of the party, with 
their financial and transportation al- 
lies, to so manipulate markets an: 
prices during the next year and a 
half to placate the western agra- 
rians as much as possible, and convince 
them that Coolidge economy and the 
republican ptotective policy are their 
surest hope of farm relief and fu- 
ture prosperity. How far and fast 
they can work that scheme remains to 
be demonstrated.

The Fear of the East. 

The dread which grips and agitates 
the eastern people is that the western- 
ers may conclude that the whole tariff 


system demands radical revision. Thev 
well know that should that feeling 
ever get afire west of the Ohio it 
would likely produce another “taritt 
reform’? campaizn like that of 182 
when Grover Cleveland “came back” 
with the electoral votes of 22 states 
compléte, and 15 votes from split 
states. or with 277 clectoral votes 
to 145 for Benjamin Harrison and 
22 for James Weaver, populist. 

It is the fact, however, that the 
republicans who framed and enacted 


the present tariff law tried to make 
it as helpful to the farmers as pos: 
sible from the protective angle. 


The shrewder leaders of the party, 
those closest to the near-ear of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, do not fear what the 
farmérs may do to them. 

They figure that they have the 
money with which to control the tides 


of public sentiment throughout the re- 
publican ranks of the nation. They 
had it and did it in the crucial “fres 
silver’’ campaign of 1896 and again 
in the campaigns of 1920 and 1924. 
They also feel confident that, with 
present restricted world markets for 
American farm products, it would be 
e fatal mistake for the farmers tv 
cut down the home market by reduc- 
ing the tariff, cutting down employ- 
ment and wages in protectéd indus- 
tries, and so radically diminishing the 


buying power of home consumers. 
x * . 


What the Farmers Want. 
That they have good reasons for 
such faith is proven by the fact that 
most of the “farm bloc” leaders ear- 
nestly protest that they want no re- 
duction of tariff rates, but rather the 
broadening of them to cover the prod- 

ucts of the agricultural industry. 
Such being the case it is difficuit 
to figure any great danger to repub- 
lican protective policies from the 


western agrarians. ‘The politica! 
strategy will be to promise them high- 
er rates on farm products and give 
them as was done in the Fordney- 
McCumber act. As the latter conces- 
sions have not saved the farmers from 
their troubles, néither is it likély that 
further raising of the tariff rates 
will do so: but millions of farmers 
will be made to think so, and remain 
loyal to the republican party. 
= 


The tariff rates to advantage do- 
,mestic agriculture were never generally 


| higher than in the present law. They 


were purposely made so to pacify the 
romplaints of the farmers. And yet 
they have not produced the promised 
prosperity. : 

In his annual report in December 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine said: 

“In a comparatitrely short time agri- 
culture is likely to have more une 
of effective tariff protection than in- 
dustry.”

But, There Are Others. 

Pacifying the farmers and holding 
them in line will not be the only 
problem of the republicans next year. 

They will undoubtedly be asked to 
explain why, in the first administra- 
tion of Woodrow Wilson, démocrat, 
the commercial failures, 1913 to 1916, 
were 73.466, while in the four years 
of the Harding-Coolidge administra- 
tion, 1921 to 1924, there were. $2,661, 
or 9,195 more? 

The liabilities of the failed con- 
eerns in the first Wilson term were 
$1,129,079,551, but in the first Hard- 
ing-Coolidge ;jterm they were $2,303,- 
910,389, or more than double! 

In the Wilson years 1913 to 1916 
the bank failures were 515 with lia- 
bilities. of $135,171,434, but in the 
Harding-Coolidge years of 1920 to 
1924 there were 1,872 bank failures 
with liabilities of $657,428,671, or 
nearly five timés more! 

Only 52 national banks failed in 
those mentioned Wilson years, with 
$30,207.434 of liabilities, while in the 
Harding-Coolidge term 280 national 
banks went under’ with liabilities 
reaching $151,081.182, or more than 
five times as much! 

In 1924 there were more bank fail- 
ures, 613, than in any other year of 
this century, up to then; and in 1925 
there were 361 such failures, of which 
103 were national banks, with about 
64 per cent of the liabilities of all. 

Very naturally many people will be 
curious to have it explained why 
“Coolidge prosperity” should produce 
such pronounced increases of bank 
and commercial failures?

Alabama’s New Policy 
As to State Highways 
Wise and Constructive 


(From The Birmingham Age-Herald.) 

The announcement on behalf of the 
state highway commission that its 
first efforts, when funds are provided 
for the purposes, will be to connect up 
highways already constructed, particu- 
larly the main arteries, north and 
south, and east and west, will encour- 
age the people of Alabama to believe 
that at last the road system is to he 
put in better condition and will an- 
swer a better purpose in the life of 
the commonwealth. The statement 
made by Judge Woolsey Finneil, 
chairman of the state commission, :s 
brief, but meaningful. It says: 

‘The policy of the highway depart- 
ment will be to connect all the main 
highways both north and south and 
east and west that have heretofore 
been planned, build all necessary 
bridges and connect all county seats 
by the most feasible routes and also 
connect the Alabama highway system 
with all important roads from adjoin- 
ing states.” 


One trouble with public bhighwavs 
in Alabama is that they are not prop- 
erly connected uy, one paved highway 
with another, as they might have been 
if the work had been along more scien- 
tific lines. It ought to be possible tuo 
drive across Alabama. north and 
south, or east and west. on a paved

‘Departure of Congress Presents 


Real Opportunity for Coolidge 
To Explain Views on Third Term

Washington, March 5.—(Special 
Correspondent.) —The departure of 
congress presents an appropriate oc- 

7 enasion for Presi- 
dent Coolidge to 
say whether or not 
he is a candidate 
for another term. 
The event marks a 
dividing line _be- 
tween the politics 
of legislation and 
the politics of pres- 
idential candidacies. 
From now until the 
first Monday in 
next December 
there will be - no 
congress — except 
in the improbable 
event that President Coolidge should 
call a special session. During the in- 
tervening eight months presidential 
politics will be to the front. By the 
time congress assembles again in De- 
cember Mr. Coolidge will or will not 
be a candidate for the presidency 
through causes beyond his control. 
By that time South Dakota will have 
held its eurious convention which 
gives to that state the effect of the 
official hat thrower of presidential 
candidacies. Other events and other 
conditions will have arisen such that 
if Mr. Coolidge by that time has said 
nothing he will be looked upon as & 
candidate by consent, so to speak. 

Of course it will remain possible 
for him to retire at any time right 
up to the nominating convention. But 
retirement at so late a date would be 


looked upon as having been forced 
upon him by conditions. If he is to 
decide his status voluntarily, if he 1s 
to add his example to that of Roose- 
velt, McKinley and Washington in rol- 
untarily perpetuating the American 
tradition; or if, on the other hand, he 
is to try to interrupt the tradition— 
in all these events an appropriate 
time for him to speak is in the very 
near future. 
Makes Seif Candidate. 

Many persons make inferences about 
the state of Mr. Coolidge’s mind from 
his silence so far. “ney say that if 
he meant not to be a candidate he 
would have said so already. It is true 
that the time chosen by President 
Roosevelt for making his decision 
about a third term was immediate 
ly after he had been elected to his 
first full term. Already Mr. Cool- 
jidge is two and a half years later than 
Roosevelt in taking himself out of the 
picture. On this is based the argu- 
ment that by his inaction so far Mr.

That kind of inference is always 
possible; but against it there should 
be considered a difference between 
the temperament of President Cool- 


idge and that of Roosevelt. Roosevelt 
liked to make decisions early. He had 
the air of galloping out to meet ev- 
ery situation calling for action by him. 
Mr. Coolidge is not that way. It is 
his marked trait not to take action un- 
til action from him is undebatably 
ealled for. He wants all the possi- 
bilities for the solution of a problein 
by the mere passage of time to have 
elapsed before he takes the responsi- 
bility of solution on his own shoul- 
ders. Considering Mr. Coolidge’s tem- 
perament, the fact that he has made 
no public utterance about a_ third 
term yet, is not necessarily proof that 
he means to go on and take another 
term. 
Action May Be Forced. 

The immediate future, however, is 
about the conclusion of the time dur- 
ing which he can make the decision 
voluntarily. If he delays until con- 
gress meets next December he will be 
regarded as being a candidate by si- 
lent consent. If thereafter he should 
take himself out of the race he may he 
regarded as doing so for reasons oth- 
er than his wish. ‘This latter infer- 
ence, if the occasion for it arises, and 
if it is made, may not be justified, but 
it will be made. If he chooses a very 
late date for taking himself ont of the 
race it will be said the action is forced 
upon him. 

A reason frequently given for as- 
suming that Mr. Coolidge will make 
his decision -soon after the close of 
congress, and a justification frequent- 
ly giver for his postpening of it until 
after the closing of congress, is put 
in words which say that it was neces- 
sary for him to keep congress guess- 
ing about his intentions, in order that 
he might keep any command over con- 
gress whatever. It is put in words 
which say that whenever congress 
knows positively that a president is 
not going to continue in the white 
house they feel] free to ignore him and 
do ignore him. 

There is nothing in that argument. 
Roosevelt made his publie decision not 
to be a candidate again immediately 
after his election, four and a half 


years before the end of his term. That 
decision by Roosevelt, and the knowl- 
edge by congress that Roosevelt would 
not succeed himself, did not prevent 
congress from deferring to Roosevelt. 
(mm the contrary, the clear fact is that 
Roosevelt during just that period had 
more real control over congress, com- 
pelled congress to pass more legisla- 
tion, more novel legislation and more 
important legislation, than any other 
president ever succeeded in getting 
through any other congress. 
No Control Held. 
Also, the fact is that President Cool- 
idge hasn't had the faintest control 


over the recent congress. So little 
did the recent congress defer to Mr. 
Coolidge that he hardly tried to make 
it defer. To compare the reommenda- 
tions President Coolidge made to this 
congress in his message last December 
with the record of actions taken by 
congress is to show that not one out 
of four of the president's recommenda- 
tions were heeded by congress.

“Editor Constitution: A few months 
aco the question of an open Sunday 
for Atlanta was mentioned by some 
progressive business men, and im- 
mediately certain members of the 
clergy and of women’s organizations 
entered a protest on the grounds that 
the move was one to commercialize 
the Sabbath. Another effort to in- 
terest the local public in this matter 
is now being made—this time by 
several progressive women who view 
the subject from the standpoint of 
civics and art, and again the proposi- 
tion is condemned by the same in- 
dividuals and organizations on the 
grounds that ‘motion pictures are 
questionable and should be cleaned 
up. The question is one of vital im- 
portance to this or any other com- 
munity, and the entire citizenship 
should be heard on the subject. 

“This subject has always been a 
debatable one, possibly because of its 
seemingly religious aspect, and the re--. 
suit has always been that blue laws 
are supplanted by saner ones in every 
progressivé community. Devout, well- 
intentioned but uninformed religionists 
have always been a great hindrance to 
civilization and to the establishment 
of God's Kingdom on the earth, and 
the reason for this, it would seem, is 
that they misinterpret religion to | 
mean a pure, saintly life, a ‘keeping 
of the whole law,’ keeping oneself 
‘unspotted from the world’—a religion 
of ‘don'ts, restraints and conserva- 
tism. They have failed to realize 
that the real world—an innumerable 
mass of human beings—is groping in 
sadness, gloom, suffering and sin, and 
that their faith requires them to help 
overcome these conditions. 

“Those who would narrow down life 
on Sunday by censoring the only play- 
time of this mass of citizens, who the 
rest of the week are but cogs in the 
machinery of business life, compose 
the class of society that feels no ur- 
gent need of rest or recreation or 
Amusement or entertainment on Sun- 
days, for they have the entire week 
at their disposal. They have their 
golf links, tennis courts, club houses, 
symphony cowcerts and six days in 
which to visit picture shows. When 
indoor life would seem to become 
monotonous, they have their limousines 
in which to tour the highways and 
enjoy the glorious outdoors, 

“Considering the motion picture 
show from the standpoint of its re- 
lation to man, does it not Lelp to 
break the monotony of life, which 
is killing and filling the asylums of 
the insane and which is so largely the 
direct cause of crime and _ suicide? 
What is crime in its last analysis but 
the rebelling against existing living } 
conditions, against man-made laws, 
that restrain personal liberty and 
limit and circumscribe man’s freedom? 
It is but an evidence that the human 
race is at last breaking away from 
ancient serfdom and is assuming what 
is due man by birthright. It is the 
spirit of self-determination that has 
heen increasing with the centuries. 
When lawmakers awaken to this fact 
and are wise enough to recognize tie 
Jaws of nature, then end not until 
then will crime waves cease and the 
nation be relieved of most of its penal 
expenses. 

“Is not ¢.: picture show (though 
far from satisfactory, but improving 
daily) a means to a worthy end? Are 
communities that observe ‘blue laws’ 
more moral and free from crime than 
those which have the ‘open Sunday?’ 
Watch Monday edititions of local pa- 
pers as a proof. Are not picture 
shows patronized by the most cultured, 
moral and religious classes of society? 
Ido they not provide a quiet, peace- 
ful, restful, comfortable place for a 
tired body which many homes and 
church houses do not? 

“Are Sunday movies desired by 
citizens? Watch the crowds that al- 
ways attend Ask the lonely, home- 
sick travelling man housed in a hotel 
over Sunday in a ‘blue law town:’ 
the crowds of young men that collect 
in drug stores and on street corners, 
for pastime? 

“The objection that it makes em- 
plovees work seven days a week has 
found its solution long since by corpo- 
rations that of necessity must. needs 
utilize Sunday.

ivecd, 

“Recreation and amusement have 
their rightful place in life and surely 
n® one would argue to the contrary, 
but a day of rest is absolutely essen- 
tial for the salvation of individuals 
and nations. ‘There are +wo classes 
in Atlanta vitally concerned about an 
open Sunday, the laboring classes and 
the Christian people. Commercial 
interests are behind the movement for 
an open Sunday. Some may argue 
that it is for philanthropic reasons, 
but how many pictures are going to be 
put on purely for the educational 
value? Those who put them on want 
the money they will get from them and 
unless the money comes there will be 
no continued presentation of pictures. 
The forces of labor should stand be- 
hind the effort of Christians and oth- 
ers interested in keeping a real Sun- 
day for rest and worship because in 
its last analysis the workers will bear 
the brunt of the matter. 

“Some say that Atlanta is a slow 
iown and out of date. Billy Sunday 
recently said that .tlanta was the 
most religious city in the country and 
that cannot be said of the cities that 
have continental Sunday. The people 
who made Atlanta what it is today 
were men and women who believed in 
the Bible and who practiced its teach- 
ings and kept Sunday as a day of rest 
and worship. Atlanta’s greatness is 
not due to Sunday violating citizens 
who know more about the hard-boiled 
virgin than they do about the Bible 
and who would rather see a blackbot- 
tom dance than to ttend a church 
service on Sunday evening. May we 
not hope that no further efforts shall 
be made to change our laws and get an 
open Sunday, for until our laws are 
changed such a thing will be impos- 
sible.

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Panaceas For Ills of Farming 


Offered by Good Roads Leader 
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Georgia is in the midst of a great 
agricultural depression. We are told 
that 61,623 farms have been abandon- 
ed and farm lands in the state have 
decreased $548,961,.293 in value dur- 
ing the past five years. Mortg@ges on 
thousands of farms have been fore- 
closed by loan companies and hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres, which 
formerly were productive, now lie idle. 
Such, in brief, is the deplorable con- 
dition which confronts the people of 
the state. 

Many of those who are seriously at- 
tempting to explain the situation say 
that a condition has been brought 
ut : 

1. By a one-crop system of cotton 
farming. 

2. By our system of tenant farming 
and absentee landlordism. 

3. By lack of proper diversification. 
And the remedy they prescribe is: 

1. A diversified farming system. 

2. A change from tenant farming 
system to farm ownership. 

_3. By bringing new settlers to Geor- 
gia of desirable character. 

In addition to all of this bankers’ 
@mmmittees, agricultural committees 
of chambers of commerce and various 
other allied and affected groups have 
been and are now giving thought to 
the situation and looking for a remedy 
which will give immediate relief: even 
congress and the law-making bodies 
are endeavoring to bring about agri- 
eultural rejuvenation by legislation. 


Gives Two -‘Suggestions. 


I do not desire to minimize the im- 
portance of the above suggestions, nor 
to in any way check activities of those 
who are laboring honestly to help 
Georgia farmers, but I do want to 
suggest two things to the people of 
Georgia which in my judgment are 
fundamental and must be brought 
about before we can hope te havo any 
agricultural rehabilitation. 

In the first place the business of 
farming is just as important as any 
other vocation or business enterprise 
and requires just as much good horse 
sense in its conduct. The first essen- 
tial element to successtul farming is 
that the farmer shall raise on his farm 
his ewn living and sufficient food for 
his hands and all of his stock. In ad- 
dition to this he should grow sufficient 
live stock and such legumes as will 
put back into the land the fertility 
hecessary to produce a greater yield

New Settlers Needed. 

Then again bringing to Georgia 
settlers of desirable character is the 
other remedy and is most highly de- 
sired, but this cannot be done suc- 
cessfully until our roads are paved. 
The new settler of high type and de- 
sirable character will not ‘come to 
Georgia and settle on our farms with 
mud roads. If you don’t believe it 
try to get them to come under pres- 
ent conditions. I have spent practical- 
ly 16 years in this endeavor, while 
the immigration department of every 
railroad in Georgia has worked in-, 
cessantly and spent thousands of dol- 
lars in vain attempt to successfully 
locate settlers along their various 
lines of road. Without paved roads 
modern rural churches will not be 
built nor sill adequate rural schools 
>t made possible, 

The backbone of a nation or state 
is not the crowded cities,. the busy 
marts of trade or the great commer- 
cial centers, but it is the rural life 
and prosperity of the agricultural peo- 
ple who surround and back thems up. 
History teaches us that neither the 
civilization of Greece nor Rome began 
to deteriorate until the people of the 
rural communities started an exodus 
from the farms. 

Therefore, to rehabilitate Georgia’s 
agriculture the fundamental and es- 
sential need is to pave her highways 
and do it at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. ‘This can be done under a five 
or six year building program, and 
without the levy of a penny of tax on 
anybody if the people of the state will 
awaken to a realization of the states 
immediate need and not wait for an- 
other generation to inherit our deplet- 
ed agriculture and abandoned farms. 

Alabama Action Cited. 

Already the state legislature of 
Alabama has passed a bill submitting 
to the people a bond issue of $25,- 
000,000 to start their road building 
program. The people will pass on 
the issue at an election to be held on 
April 12, next. Shall not the people 
of Georgia have the same - privilege 
as the people of Alabama? 

The Georgia Highway association is 
a non-political organization created 
solely for the purpose of crystalizing 
sentiment and molding public opinion 
in favor of paving Georgia’s roads at 
the earliest possible moment. It has 
no pet scheme it desires to put over, 
but on the contrary. its work is that 
of endeavoring to impress upon the 
people of Georgia the importance of 
having our coming legislature’ to 
adopt a program of state-wide, perma- 
nent road paving and to submit it to 
the people for their approval.

Certainly Hawthorne is a sitar of 
first magnitude in our western heav- 
ens, shedding a pure and solemn light 
over the continents that lie on either 
side of the Atlantic. As a_ vivid 
chronicler of introspective processes be 
stands alone, the unique incarnation 
of the Puritan’s unworldly ideals and 
noble severity of conscience. 

Yet another New Englander who 
was a mariner, a mystic and a friend 
of Hawthorne, Herman Melville, pro- 
duced two unparalleled works of im- 


agination in “Moby MDick’’ and 
“Pierre.” If, as Hawthorne believed, 
there was a dark tragedy in Melville's 
life, it helps to explain the great 
prose tragedies which he wrote. Mis- 
understanding dogged him, he lost his 
hope and serenity, and died a silent 
and lonely old man. But “Moby 
Dick’ may carry his name as far into 
the future as “The Searlet Letter” 
will carry that of Hawthorne.

And this is not all of the discrepan- 
cies between what Mr. Coolidge want- 
ed and what congress did. 

It is clearly impossible to say that 
Mr. Coolidge’s postponing of bis de- 
cision another term was due to his 
wish to keep some control ever con- 
gress, because he has had no control 
over congress. The fact that he has 
not made any public decision so far 
rests on some different cause. 

The chief argument against a third 
term is rarely mentioned in the cur- 
rent discussion on the subject. For 
more than a hundred years, when the 
third term question arose from time to 
time, it was said that the original 
reason for the tradition against a 
third term was fear that presidents | 
serving more than eight years might 
become kings and start dynasties. 
There was never much in .that, and 
certainly there is nothing in it now. 
The true reason and the true advan- 
tage of the tradition lies in a quite 
different quarter. 

Reason Behind Tradition. 

Whenever an American president 
has served more than one term, he has 
kuown, because of this tradition, that 
no amount of politics played by him, 
no amount of deference to politicians, 
no amount of popularity seeking, could 
sive him another nomination. Con- 
sequently, whenever we have had a 
president serving a second term we 
have had a president who could af- 
ford to give the country the advantage 
of complete immunity from personal 
political,considerations. A president sv 
situated is able to be the best kind 
of president it is in him to make. He 
is free to act on his best judgment; 
he is under no temptation to depart

If the tradition were destroyed, if 
a president were free to so conduct 
his second term as to get for himself 
a third term, we should practically 
never have a period in which we could 
fee! confident that a president is act- 
ing with absolute fidelity to his own 
conscience and judgment and with no 
thought whatever of polities or of self- 
interest. We should have practically 
a continuously political administra- 
tion. 

No one means to say, of course, that 
all presidents serving their first terms 
always play politics or always take 
their public positions with the motive 
of doing the thing best adapted to cun- 
tinue them in office. Many presidents 
serving their first terms act according 
to tneir conscience and judgment, But 
the tradition against a third term gives 
to the country four-year periods from 
time to time during which there can- 
not be the remotest suspicion that 
the president has a personal, political 
motive; during which every one of his 
acts must be recognized by the public 
as having no political motive. 

Test By Actions. 

Some persons trying to fathom the 
ever-fascinating question of whiat 1s 
in Mr. Coolidge’s mind about another 
term, try to seek the answer by a 
minute survey of his actions during 
his present term. 

“Is he,” they-.ask, “acting like a 
man who expects to leave the white 
house: or is he acting like a man 
playing for another term ?” as

York state. It gives Mr. Coolidge 
pleasure to find those qualities -n 
Washington and to extol them. To 
the whole business community Mr. 
Coolidge probably is the most com- 
pletely satisfying president they ever 
had. He believes in business eve2n 
more than business men believe in it. 
Having never been a business mar. 
himself, looking at it as an outsider 
and as an admirer, he doesn’t see the 
aspects of business about which many 
business men themselves have no en- 
thusiasm. 

Mr. Coolidge has far more regatl 
for business than Henry Ford has 
For example. Henry Tord’s views 
about what Mr. Coolidge ought to do 
with the marines in Nicaragua were 
expressed by him in his weekly paper, 
The Dearborn Independent, last 
month:

Unless 
this water is impregnated with tha 
proper amount of quickly availabie 
plant food of the right type the growsh 
of the plants’ will be unsatisfactory 
anc the yield disappointing. 
‘ The effort of the wise farmer will 
therefore be concentrated upon helping 
his plants accomplish the end indi- 
cated. In passing someone may claim 
that it will be 90 days until the grain 
harvest is in full swing. The point is 
well taken. On the other hand, the 
last 30 days of the growing period 
will be primarily occupied in gather- 
ing and storing th: plant food eon- 
tained in the leaves and tissues into 
the perfected stalk and grain. The 
time to accomplish all that needs te 
be done is therefore essentially short 
and the task before the little wheat, 
oat and rye plants most strenuous on 
that account. : : 

For each 1,000 pounds of grain, for 
instance of wheat, the greater part of 
50 pounds of nitrogen must be assint- 
lated; in the case of oats about 24 
pounds. Without this element the

1,000 pounds of the grain of wheat, 
Nitrogen Needed. 

What shall we* use to insure the 
harvesting of the materially large 
yields of grain which all the experi- 
ments indicate will follow in the wate 
of the use of suitable top dressers? 
That is a nice question and wpinions 
may differ. It is self-evident. how- 
ever, that what is needed is a very 
quickly available supply of nitrogen 
and that it should be applied on’a 
basix that will supply the growiag 
crop with a minimum of 15 pounds 
and upward of nitrogen per acre. 

This statement is based on the fact 
that the present average yields «f 
wheat and oat crops both call for ‘the 
utilization of thirty or more pounds of 
introgen per acre, not more than one- 
half of Which ean possibly be obtam- 
ed from the soil even in a very favor- 


able year. It must be a material. 
therefore, relatively hizh in plant food 
content. This naturally debars the 
use of all organic forms of nitrogen 
and brings us to a consideration of 
that carrier which has been primarily 
used for this purpose by southern 
farmers for many years past with such 
marked success, namely, nitrate ef 
| soda. 

Other substances which will natur- 
ally occur to the mind of some farmers 
are sulphate of ammonia, a somewhat 
slower-acting material, and the so- 
called synthetic nitrogen, caleium ni- 
trate. Less is known about the last 
named material by our far‘ners on 
account of its newness than é¢ither af 
the other two mentioned. Hence, they 
will do well to adhere as largely as 
possible ta the application of — 
carrier with which they are best #e- 
quainted and which has been used 


faction through a long period of years. 
Numerous tests have demonstrated 
for instance that one pound of sodium 
nitrate will completely dissolve in one 
pint of water, or in other, that one 
part of sodium nitrate is completely 
dissolved in one part of water. 
Van Slyke, one of the greatest au- 
thorities in this country on the use of 
commercial fertilizers, says “The ease 
with which this material is dissolved 


and the quickness with which it is 


distributed through the soil and reach- 
es the plant roots make it invaluable 
for the purpose suggested.” While 
no one will say that one form of ni- 
trogen is superior to all others and 
that one and one only shoyld always 
be- used, the relative desirability of 
the materials mentioned is probably 
about in the order named. 

All the experimental evidence avails 
able indicates that the position taken 
is safe and sane and can he followed 
with satisfaction by our farmers, It 
also appears that immediate action 
relative to the selection and appliea- 
tion of top-dressers is a matter of the 
greatest urgency. Use a minimum 
of 100 pounds per acre of the material 
selected. Apply after rather than 
before a rain. Put on when the plants 
are dry. Scatter as uniformly over 
the soil as possible and do not work 
or harrow into it. Get the top-dres- 
ser on between now and Mareh 15, 
There is every reason to anticipate that

N taking Auction Bridge finesses 
the problem is really mathemat- 

When the chances are nearly 
even, something in 
the bidding or play 
may justify a de- 
parture from_ the 
mathmeatical rule, 
but otherwise the 
rule should be fol- 
lowed. 

A finesse prob- 
lem may be a ques- 
tion of  finessing 
one way or the 


other when a finesse may be taken in 


either hand; or it may be a question 
ot whether to finesse or play high in 
the hope of catching an insufficiently 
guarded honor. The answer to the 
latter question depends upon the to- 
tal number of cards of the suit held 
in the two hands. For example, 
when determining whether to finesse 
to catch a King (i. e., with the Ace- 
(ueen-Jack-10 in the two hands of 
the Declarer), when a total of eleven 
cards of the suit is held—a most un- 
usual situation—the finesse should 
not be tried, as the chances are slight- 
ly against it; but with ten cards of 
the suit or less the finesse should be 
taken. It is important to remember 
this because there are some who most 
unsoundly assert that this finesse 
should not be taken with nine, and 


there are many who labor under the 
impression that with ten the chances 
are against it. With nine the odds 
are terrifically in favor of the finesse, 
and with ten they are slightly so. 

In finessing to catch a Queen, (i. 
e., with Ace-King-Jack in one hand, 
with Ace-Jack in one hand and King 
in ihe other, or with any of the other 
combinations with which a finesse to 
catch a Queen is possible), the finesse 
Should be taken if the total number of 
cards in the two hands is less than 
nine; but with nine or more the 
finesse should be refused. When the 
opportunity for the double finesse 
arises (that is, when one hand holds 
Ace-Queen-10), the rule is to take 
the double finesse (lead from the 
other hand and play the 10): if the 
total number of cards in the two 
hands is eight or less, but to take the 
single finesse (i. e., lead from the 
other hand and play the Queen) 
when there are nine of the suit in the 
two hands. 

When ftinessing to catch a Queen, 
the finesse sometimes can be tried in 
either direction (that is, either of the 
adverse hands can_ be _ finesses 
against); and at other times, the 
finesse can be taken only one way. 
To illustrate this, suppose one hand 
holds Ace-Jack-x.of a suit and the 
other hand King-10-x of the same 
suit. It is evident that the suit can 


be led from either hand and_ the 
finesse taken on the first trick by 
playing the lower of the two honors; 
or it can be led from either hand, the 
trick won in the other hand and the 
finesse taken on the return. When, 
however, the Ten. is not in either of 
the Declarer’s hands (1. e., when he 
holds Ace-Jack and one -or more 
others; or King-Jack with one or 
more others in one hand, and Ace 
with one or more others in the other), 
the finesse can be taken in only one 
direction. In such case, leading the 
Jack with the idea of finessing would 
insure the winning of a trick in that 
Suit by the adversaries. If the Queen 
be in the Fourth Hand the finesse will 
lose; if in the Second Hand, the 
Queen will cover the Jack and the ad- 
verse Ten will become good on the 
third round. To lead the Jack would 
be trying a combination finesse (that 
is, leading a high card over with the 
intent of passing it, unless it be cov- 
ered by the Second Hand (without 
the card'under the one led. Never at- 
tempt a combination finesse unless, in 
one hand or the other, the card im- 
mediately under the one led is held. 
For example, a Declarer should never 
lead a Queen for a finesse unless, in 
one of his hands, he hold a Jack; or 
lead a Jack for a finesse, unless in one 
of his hands he holds a Ten. 
Nothing is more important than a 


thorough understanding of the ques- 
tion of when and how to finesse; and, 
with the hope that this article may 
have clarified the situation for some 
of my readers, | am giving a hand 
which illustrates the rewatd that 
sound finessing generally receives. - | 
suggest that my readers either secure 
a four to play it; or, if that be incon- 
venient, place it on the table and 
study out the play for themselves.

The original 
lead is the Six of Diamonds. What 
happens after that I. will leave unde-

It is reasonable to assume, at least, 
that Charlie was different from the 
average boy, for he had never had 
anything approaching the average 
child’s upbringing. Born April 7, 
1911, im the 
Long Island 
College ho s- 
pital, he had 
become the 
ward of the 
Brooklyn 
Children’s so- 
ciety. at the 
age of two- 
and - a - half 
years. Some 
misfortune in 
the life of his 
parents had 
forced them 
to give. up 
their children; 
they had been 
distributed 
among charity 
societies or 
adopted by 
other families. 

So Charlie 
Wise. -eever 
had a home. 
He. grew up 
in. an institu- 
tional envi- 
ronment, one 
of many un- 
fortunate chil- 
dren. doomed 
to suffer for 
the mistakes 
of their par- 
Ents.

Body Almost Covered. ! 

Miss Viloni had been shot through 
the back of the head and her skull 
had been crushed by a rock. #t-was 
noticed that she had worn ‘her bath- 
ing suit under her outer clothing, and 
that there was a long tear in the suit. 

Sheriff Fletcher Rhodes, Deputy 
Sheriff. Richard Hall,. Undersheriff 
Georgé Darling, and Sérgt. Jack Hop- 
kins, of the state police, hastened to 
the scene as soon as word of the mur- 
der had been communicated to the 
county authorities. Their examina- 
tion showed that Miss Viloni had been 
killed by a .32 caliber bullet; and the 
first theory advanced was that the 
woman had been struck by a rock and 
then shot as she lay face downward. 

The killer had evidently worked 
feverishly to cover up the body, for 
some of the’stones had been carried 
100 feet. The investigators noticed 
scratches on the stones such as might 
be made by the nails on a worn pair 
of shees. 

Only one shot seemed to have been 
fired but Sheriff Rhodes learned that 
campers in the vicinity had heard two 
shots the previous morning. 

His examination at the scene com-

The officer noted that the gun was 
a cheap .32 caliber affair, and that it 
was fully loaded. As he was examin- 
ing the gun he looked abruptly at 
voung Wise and shot a question at 
him. 

Boy Denies Crime. 

“Did you shoot Miss Vilonti?” 

“No, I didn’t,’ the boy replied. 
“Tl was picking berries.”’ 

But the sheriff learned that Charlie 
had returned without any berries in 
his pail. 

Furthermore, the investigators 
noted that Charlie had on his feet 
Shoes that were rather worn, with 
nails that protruded. They measured 
the distance between the nails and 
then measured the distances between 
the scratches on the flat stones heap- 
ed upon and around the body. It was 
announced that the distances corre- 
sponded. 

The bullet from Miss Vilont’s brain 
and the gun Charlie had bought, and 
which Miss Sackett had hidden ‘‘be- 
cause she was afraid,’’ were both sent 
to New York to Capt. William. A. 
Jones, noted firearms expert. While 
Sullivan county seethed with stories 
of the mysterious murder on the Nev- 
ersink, and uttered dark hints about 
the charity ward who was slowly be- 
ing enmeshed in a web of circum- 
stances, Captain Jones brought all his 
knowledge and equipment to bear 
upon the small slug of lead and the 
revolver. 

And presently he made his report. 

He was convinced, said Captain 
Jones, that the bullet had been fired 
by this revolver—ihe evidence was 
unmistakable. He pointed out that 
every gun makes its own distinctive 
markings on the bullets that pass 
through its barrel, that these mark- 
ings are as individual as fingerprints. 
Under the microscope, he stated, such 
formations, scratches, and the like are 
plainly evident to the eve. 

Another Sirmilaricy. 
Among the c- similarities be- 


tween the bullet which killed Miss 
Viloni and bullets fired from Charlie’s 
gun was a rust mark, the expert con- 
tinued, caused by a rust spot near the 
mouth of the barrel. He said this 
rust spot affected every bullet fired 
by the weapon. 

Certainly there did not seem any 
doubt in Captain Jones’ mind. 

As for the revolver itself, he said 
that his examination showed that two 
shots had been fired recently, within 
the past few days. 

With the arrival of this report from 
Captain Jones, the Sullivan county 
authorities went into action. Charlie 
West was held on July 20th for the 
action of the grand jury at Monticello. 
The boy did not seem to show much 


concern, 


Officials of the 
dren’s society rallied nobly to the 
youngster’s support. ‘‘We are thor- 
oughly convinced,”’ said Director Ar- 
thur E. Wakeman, of the © society, 
“that Charlie is innocent, though 
there is a strong chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence against him.” 

Directors of the organization form- 
ed a defense fund and upon Charlie’s 
indictment in September, William 
Birmingham, of Liberty, and John D. 
Lyons, were retained as the boy’s at- 
torneys.

His predominating expression usually 
was one of bewilderment. 

The young defendant listened im- 
passively while District Attorney 
Snyder Foster asserted he would call 
witnesses to prove Charlie’s  ‘‘emo- 
tional outbreaks,” that the boy had 
earned a reputation of being danger- 
ous, and that he had frequently car- 
ried the gun into the classroom with 
him. Foster said the state would 
show that the motive was a criminal 
attack. 

Women wept while the defense at- 
torneys painted their teary pictures of 
the homeless child of charity. 

“You are considering,’’ Lyons told 
the jury, ‘one of the saddest things 
that has:come to my attention in 
many a day—a boy who. ts in a. sense 
friendless, a boy who since his early 
youth has been an object of charity.”’ 

Charlie slumped down in his chair 
at the lawyer’s words, and for the 
first time tears welled up in his hurt 
eyes and trickled down his freckled 
nose. Handkerchiefs fluttered among 
the audience. It was a sad spectacte 
—this young victim of circumstances, 
bewildered and terribly alone for all 
his lawyers and sympathizers, facing 
justice in a trial for murder.

The Court Ordeal. 

Charlie made an excellent appear- 
ance in court the day the trial opened 
before Judge George H. Smith. Miss 
Sackett, it had been announced, had 
bought him a suit. of clothes—the 
newspapers made much of the senti- 
mental fact that this was the first suit 
of clothes he had ever had—and he 
looked clean-cut, modest, and atten- 
tive. The crowded courtroom. fe- 
marked that he seemed anything but 
a murderer—possibly his freckles had 
something to do with this impression. 

Before long the look of attention in 
Charlie’s not overintelligent face be- 
gan to fade, his receding chin slipped 
down upon his chest, and the defend- 
ant. appeared listless. . He seemed 
more interested in the activities of 
the newspaper cameramen than in 
the selection of the jurymen who 
were to have his life in their hands.

He was not 
cross-examined severely, Foster ask- 
ing him only one or two harmless 
questions about his hunting license 
and a permit for his revolver. There 
was none of the relentlessness about 
the prosecutor in this case that there 
was, for-instance, in the Hall-Mills 
trial.

Our Obligation to Reduce Illiteracy. 


fy IS doubtless making a_ rather 
elastic use of our general topic to 
discuss State institutions and educa- 
mume—meumemmmene t10N. However, the 
Bible stands for de- 
velopment of both 
mind and heart. 

It is well-known 
that Georgia does 
not occupy an en- 
viable position in 
the matter of illit- 
eracy. Gratifying 
progress in spite of 
handicaps has been 
made in our state. 
But we should al- 
low no sort of self- 

Oo re satisfaction until il- 

aceon literacy has been 
reduced far below the present meas- 
ure. All of our educational institu- 
tions trom state and church institu- 
tions to the public school should re- 
ceive our utmost support and_ en- 
couragement. All are needed. Very 
happily the former antagonisms of 
state universities and denominational 
ulliversities have largely disappeared. 

Our churches in Georgia should do 
more for her colleges and universi- 
ties. In this article I am_ specially 
insistent that the state-should do far 
more for her own state university and 
normal colleges. 

! have in hand just now only fig- 
ures concerning state universities. 
Some comparisons should stimulate 
our legislators to pursue a more lib- 
eral policy. towards our state univer- 
sity. It goes without saying that sev- 
eral states are much 
Georgia, but this difference is not suf- 
ficient to justify the meager amount 
which our state allows the university.

I do not claim that all of the 
teaching force are all that they 
should be—I cannot make that claim 
for any institution, state or church. It 
is possibly true that the ever present 
influence of politics has placed some 
teachers in positions, where more 
capable men could have been found, 


teachers who fail to bring an inspira- 
tion to students for the high ideal of 
character building. But even mak- 
ing allowance for exceptions, there 
are in our state university professors 
of as devout Christian faith and dy- 
namic vitalizing personality-as can be 
found in any institution, whether con- 
trolled by church or state. These 
men are the leading and controlling 
factors in the university. 

After all, we are coming to under- 
stand that even Christian education 
is not determined by the particular 
name or character of the institution 
but by the character of the men who 
teach. 

The directing and dominant per-. 
sonalities of the university are re- 
ligious in spirit and purpose. Some 
names could be mentioned, who are 
known at home and abroad for the 
vital messages which spring from 
earnest Christian faith. Georgians 
Should recognize and rightly estimate 
the good service of. their university 
and make the possibility of this serv- 
ice much greater. Let all good Geor- 
gians respond to the challenge and 
help remove the stigma of our present 
record of illiteracy. 

Georgia stood too near the bottom 
in illiteracy. There are forty-three 
states with a better record than Geor- 
gia in the education of her people. 

| have no desire to ignore any 
legitimate criticism. It is doubtless 
true that there are a few trustees who 
owe their position to political influ- 
ence, and who are not qualified for 
the position. But when we make a 
reasonable concession to all criticism, 
criticisms which are in a measure true 
of most-institutions, yet the fact re- 
mains that your university is render- 
ing to the state an indispensable serv- 
ice and should receive enthusiastic 
support.
